Dear Folks: 
Why h a v e n ’t w-e had a l y answers 
to our letters? 
So tar We’ve had 
just one letter. 
We heat so many 
people complaining that., they are 
not getting all of their biali, and 
I’ve 
been 
wondering 
if some of 
ours has gone astray also, 
I have already told 
son 
how 
much we like M atanuski Valley. 
The mountains look so near and yet 
they are so far off. 
All are snow- 
covered on top. 
July weather is 
hot in daytim e from about 5 a. rn. 
until 6 p. in. and then it cools off 
fast. 
At 8 p. rn. everyone has to 
wear a jacket and later 
glad 
to 
crawl into bcd with plenty of cov­ 
ering. 
So many people have had 
colds over since they came here 
and so 
many are bothered with 
rheumatism. They claim they can’t 
accustom themselves to the climate 
and want to return to the States. 
Eight families have already gone 
back, and we heard that at leap 
titty per cent of tho remaining ate 
going hack before long.

P len ty of Good Food 
I have read some of the clippings 
sent here to people from their home 
states and of all th e darn stories!

ever got spread in the States. 
One 
clipping said that we were starving 
here and the party who sent the 
d ip p in g sent a live dollar hill to 
buy food for the children in that 
family. 
We are far from starving. 
We get good food and all that we 
need. 
The prices are higher, but 
a lot of things are not any higher 
than they were right 
at 
Fence. 
Lemons are 35c per dozen, oranges 
40c per dozen, eggs are 40e too. 
good eating apples are three pounds 
for 25c, one cake of compressed 
yeast is fie and flour is $2.95 for 
5b pounds. 
Meat is higher, eipe- 
cittlly pork, but we get

things here that we get at home. 
Things did look pretty bad about 
three weeks ago.

colonists sent telegrams to W ash­ 
ington and complained plenty.

Move to H om e Site 
We are moving onto our land to­ 
morrow. 
Another tent is being put 
up there today and tomorrow we 
move our belongings by truck. 
Our 
house is being 
constructed 
soon 
and Ballard wants to be right there 
when it goes up. 
W e have chosen 
plan five which has a good-sized 
kitchen, large living room and three 
bedrooms of good size, a bathroom 
and a store room all downstairs. 
The cellar is to be about 12 by 12 
feet this year and next year the full 
basements will be put in. 
We have a creek called the Was- 
silla creek that goes right by our 
house site and the good road goes 
right by or through our land and 
close to the house site so the school 
bu sses will bi* passing by and we 
were very fortunate to draw this 
piece of land. 
It is an eighty at 
that and only five 
anil 
one-half 
miles out of Palmer, has plenty of 
logs and wood, but best of all, the 
land is good tillable soil and not 
much low land. 
Then, too, we have 
good fishing in a creek called the 
Cottonwood which is one and one- 
half miles from our 
place 
and 
which is known all through the 
Valley as a grand trout stream. 
Ballard and I fished it once since 
we are here. 
We walked it there 
and back, which was a 14-mile hike 
from 
Palmer 
camp. 
We got 22 
trout, largest was 15 inches and 
were they good and was I tired for 
about two days after! 
Salm on Run Soon 
Another day we went fishing on 
a lake with a boat. 
We didn’t walk 
tills time, but went by bus and got 
33 fine, big trout. 
Ballard got all 
th e big ones that day as he used 
flies, and did the big fellows jump 
up for those flies. 
I c a n ’t fly fish 
yet as I can’t east good enough. 
I 
would Just as soon still fish. 
It’s 
heaps of fun either way. 
Soon the 
salmon will begin to run and then 
the colonists are to have 60u half 
barrels of salmon salted and 200 
quarter kegs smoked 
for 
winter 
use. 
There are to be six canneries 
at that time and operated by the 
men and women. 
I talked to an Alaskan woman 
who lives here in the Valley about 
berries. 
She said that wild rasp­ 
berries grow so big and are not 
wormy. 
Wild straw berries are as 
big as thimbles and the currants 
are supposed to be great. 
She bus 
rhubarb also. 
We have been told 
that the bears are dangerous in the 
berry patches and not to go out 
alone. 
Ballard saw one big brown 
fellow on a lake bank while fishing 
in a boat w-ith another man in late 
evening. 
He said they hollered and 
yelled at the old bear, but he paid 
no attention and went on digging 
for roots. 
I’m glad that Ballard 
got his 30-’06 before we left the 
States as a man needs a good gun 
up here. 
We see Boh Miller and family 
quite often 
They live in (’amp 5 
which is one of nine other camps 
throughout the Valley. 
Each man 
lives in the camp nearest his land. 
Boh would like to go to Seattle. 
Still Need Cow 
We did not draw for a cow yet. 
More cattle are coming biter and 
we want a place to 
keep 
stock 
when we do get it. 
Horses are to 
he draw-n later. 
The teams are all 
light weight and w ild looking, make 
excellent saddle horses. 
Some of 
the cow's are priceless, they say. 
and some are not worth $5. 
they are drawn by lot. 
I hope you are all feeling 
We will look for an answer 
I » v e to all, from 
Tile Deans. 
P. S.—It d oesn’t get dark here. 
I could read every hour of the night 
without a light.

New Taxes Provided for 
Unemployed; States 
to Match Funds 


Washington, Aug. 9.— Here are 
the major provisions of the social 
security bill as reported out of 
conference today: 
"A national 
old age pension 
fund, to be raised bv taxing e m ­ 
ployers and employes 3 per cent 
each on salaries up to $3,000 a 
year, from which benefits of from 
$10 to $85 a month would be; 
paid after retirement at 65. The I 
tax would begin at I per cent 
in 1937, and reach the full 3 per 
cent in 1949. 
A tax of 3 per cent on payrolls 
to be paid by employers, to en­ 
courage states to set tip 
unem ­ 
ployment insurance systems. De­ 
ductions up to 90 per cent would 
be allowed for payments made to 
state funds. 
Benefits would 
be 
• fixed by state law. 
Exemption from the taxes for I 
farm labor, domestic help, govern­ 
ment, casual or charity workers. 
Employers of less than eight per­ 
sons would be exempt from the 
unemployment insurance tax. 
Appropriations of $50,000,000 
for the first year, or more later, 
for aid to dependent or crippled 
children, m o th e rs’ aid, and other 
welfare activities, all to be match- 
dfc ed by the states. 
^ 
Here are the taxes provided in 
the bill: 
For old age 
pensions: 
One 
per cent each by employers and 
employes on wages of all 
e m ­ 
ployes up to $3,000 a 
year 
in 
1937. 1938 and 1939; increasing 
one half per cent each every three 
years until 1949 when it becomes 
three per cent each. 
Excluding 
farm labor, domestics and casual 
workers, the tax is expected 
to 
cover almost 25.000,000 workers 
and by 1950 raise almost $1,877,- 
200,000. annually. 
For 
unemployment 
benefits: 
one per cent by employers or four 
or more persons on their 
total 
payrolls beginning next year, in­ 
creasing to two per cent in 193 7 
and three per cent in 1938. 
In­ 
cluding the same classes, it is ex­ 
pected to cover 25.744.000 work­ 
ers and by 1938 raise $826,000,- 
0 0 0 annually 
It is estimated that by 1980 
the national old age pension re* 
serve fund 
will 
contain almost 
$46,000,000,000.

Bidon V, famous gas pump in the 
heart of the desolate Tanezrouf! 
region, the new lighthouse repro 
seats m a n ’s second victory in the 
taming of the Sahara. 
Bidon V, an emergency filling 
station for thirsty planes and cars 
en route across the desert., was 
the first conquest. 
Equipped with a powerful gas­ 
lit beacon, pivoting on a tall slen­ 
der metal pylon a hundred feet 
high, the* lighthouse can be seen 
30 miles away on clear nights. 
Heavy metal tubes of “ bottled 
gas” have to be transported h u n ­ 
dreds of miles across the resort to 
supply the new station with pow­ 
er. 
Electrical lighting was inad­ 
visable because of the h°avy ex­ 
pense involved in wiring the new I 
station to the nearest powerhouse, I 
several hundred miles distant.

General 
Cuillemin, 
flight 
con- 
mander who safely led a squadron 
of French planes across the Sa­ 
hara in 1933.

Motorists must slow down an 
approaching a ridden or driven 
horse, and must stop if the rider 
or driver signals. 
If the animal 
should lie frightened by the motor 
vehicle, it s the auto's fault, not 
the horse's. 
The rights of drivers are also 
broad. 
If a herd of horses is to 
ho taken across country, they are 
permitted to follow the shortest 
route to their destination, even if 
it means crossing fenced pastures. 
This does not mean that they can 
trample down crops, but pasture 
fences may he taken down.

Strain in m anpower, many young 
men did go from city jobs to the 
front.
